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MILE PROBLEM IN. 
IRELAND, 


WHAT THE L.4.0.S. IS DOING. 


_ The average decrease by at least 20 per cent. 
in the milk supply of Ireland, and the conse- 
quent increase in price, has raised questions 
dificult of solution in the large centres of 
popilation. The maintaining of the milk 
supply of Dublin at a pee which will keep it 
within the means of the poor is a matter of 
eis diflculty, but the efforts of the Public 
Health Committee, pupgoread by the powerful 
assistance of the officials of the Irish Agricul- 
Anisation Society, and of 

i promise

that the scheme agreed spon will work 
Out satisfactorily. As already announced in 
thia paper, the co-operative creameries through- 
out Ireland were asked by Mr. Anderson to 
send their surplus supply 4 new milk to Dub- 
lin. The price of 1s. per gallon at the 
creamery was suggested. In response to that 
appeal the creamery societies, with a few 
notable exceptions, expressed themselves most 
sympathetic, and it is highly robable that 
from thirty to fifty societies will, before ‘the 
present month has run its course, be sending 
daily consignmenta to Dublin. 

Tn the correspondence that has taken place 
with the creamery societies it has been made 
plain that in many of the districts the problem 
af the local also demands serious considera- 
tion. An cial of the 1.A.0.8., when speak- 
ing on this subject to a member of our staff on 
Saturday, referred to one letter from a society, 
which contained the following statement — 
“ We have had to make arrangements to supply 
our own town, where there will be about 1,500 
men, women, and children almost entirely de- 
pendent on us for milk, and with our miscrably 
small winter supply this is more than we will 
be able to do during January, February, and 
early March, otherwise I would press on our 
committee to fall in, with your scheme, and | 
am sure they would consent to do so. We 
forfeited over £400 last year by the unanimous 
vote of the committee, this boing the difference 
between the prices at which we sold butter 
and milk in this town and the prices we would 
have realised for the same quantities in the 
outside markets.” 

SURPLUS SUPPLIES FOR DUBLIN, 

That is the spirit, said the official, of 99 per 
cent. of the creameries of Ireland. They are 
anxious to help Dublin—a good many of them 
are helping, and will continue to help—but they 
have their own local problem, and in writing to 
them we have told them to serve thoir own 
poor first, as we consider it would be bad 
economics to fid up one hole by digging 
another. It was aot desirable to deplete the 
supply for the poor in other parts of Ireland 
in order to help the Dublin poor. This line had 
been adopted, particularly in ard to the 
North of Lreland societies, some of which had 
exp a preference to supply Belfast rather 
than Dublin No serious objection could 
sup against that policy, as Belfast has 
also to deal with this problem, though not to 
the same extent as Dublin. It is simply the 
surplus supply that we want, and so long as 
there is a mcn, woman, or child requiring milk 
in any other part of the country we not 
want to deprive them by posting it off to Dub- 
lin. 1 do mot think, added the official, thaí 
the Dublin poor would be selfish enough to 
desire that. Wherever they can the creamery 
societies will give every possible assistance to 
Dublin. Here and there societies resent what 
they consider threats against handling their 
vroducts for export unless they gave substantial 
help to the schemes tor supplying the poor with 
milk. Correspondence is continuing with these 
few societios, and strong hopes are entertained 
that they will ultimately fall into line with 
the others. 

The conversation passed from the home trade to 
the export To the man in the street it would 
seem «a practical impossibility to export new 
milk from Ireland te England, and deliver it 
in a condition fit for table use, but this appears 
to be quite feasible. If milk is received fresh, 
then heated so as to kill all bacteria that 
would set up fermentation, or sourness, and if 
it is then cooled down to a sufficient degree, 
it can travel long distances with perfect 
safety. It is not possible, however, to do this 
with mixed milk (morning and evening milk 
In the latter case, no matter what 
process is followed. the milk is almost certain 
to arrive at the end of the www in a sour 
condition, fit only for use in baking. Even in 
Dublin, after a quick journey by rail mixed 
milk often arrives sour, and then has to be 
sold at eightpence per genes. The Dublin 
Committee have to pay is. 24. per gallon for 
all ita supplies at the creameries, and the loss 
of sixpence per gallon on sour milk is one of 
the problema the committee has to solve. Who 
is to pay the difference? 

MILK POWDER. 

Very large quantities of milk, we learned, 
are being purchased by firms paying ls. 4d. per 
gallon and ali cartage charges. These ca ge 
ure being turned into milk powder, which is 
gaid to be & pertect infant food. Until recently 
milk powder was practically unknown in Ire- 
land, bat its use is . spreading with great 
rapidity. By a new process the milk is re 
duved in ite purity to powder, which w made 
up in handy packeges, and all that Is necessary 
to restore it to its original liquid state is vo 
dwsolve the required quantity in boiling water, 
[he principal centres of this industry are ot 
Waterford, Limerick, and Newmarket (County 
Cork) Why not seek a supplementary supply 
of milk powder for Dublin, inslead of allowing 
it all to be exported to other countries P 


THE. IRISH EXPORT TRADE IN 
MILK. 


It having been suggested that the snortage in 
Ireland of Lrish mk supplies might be due to 
a drain caused by exportation to England of 
daily quantities of the all-necessary fuid, some 
inquiries were made at the port concerning this 
traffic. ‘The principal company concerned ip the 
traffic stated that their milk traffic from Dublin 
to various English centres on their cross-Channel 
railway system had, instead of increasing, de- 
crea lately to a huge extent. On Saturday,

Butter cut, weighed and wrapped in the creamery 
has to be cut, weighed and wrapped again by 
the purveyor. Further, the commodity suffers 
by overmuch handling. To set off all these dis- 
advantages there is no compensating advantage 
to the consumer. He has to pay the full price. 
This Association, therefore, strongly recom- 
mends that there should be an immediate re- 
moval of this abuse, that the special price for 
rolls be abolished, and that the present price of 
bulk be raised to the existing level fixed for 
rolls. If this recommendation is carried out 
there will be no loss to the consumer. He will 
still be able to purchase at the present retail 
price. The retailer will get his butter in more 
suitable packages, and, most important of all, 
the creameries will be seaed useless labour and 
must needless expense, and will be getting 4 
nearer approach to the trade market value of 
their produce.—-Yours faithfully, 
Patrick MunpPur, Hon. Sec. 


THE PRICE OF POTATOES. 


The weekly meeting of the Dublin Green 
Grocers’, Fruiterers’, and Potato Merchants’ 
Association was held on Wednesday evening, 
Mr. J. Siney, P.L.G., in the chair. The main 
subject under discussion was the potato question 
and its present relations in regard to the poor 
of the city. * The Chairman said that the 
Government, in order to fight the submarine 
menace, asked the farmers of Ireland to till 
more land, and gave a guarantee of £6 a ton 
for table potatoes after September 15th, and, 
in order to keep their guarantee, they are mak- 
ing the consumer pay the difference of their 
market value and the £6 a ton guaranteed. 
Potatoesgwere purchased by retailers in Dublin 
at £4 per ton for part of this year, and now that 
harvesting operation are nearly over, they could 
be bonght at nearly the same figure if sold 
under the ordinary conditions. There are on an 
average 800 tons of potatoes consumed in 
Dublin weekly, and the consumer is compelled 
to pay 3d. per stone of a tax—íá.e., £2 a ton 
on bod tons, or £1,600 a week is imposed on the 
working classes of the city to make up this 
difference. The farmers are guaranteed £6 per 
ton, and if the Government Aid not give them 
this guaranteed price, large quantities would 
be used for pig-feeding, and they might not 
grow as much nest year. The country would 
then be in a worse position, and it was only 
fair to give him the guaranteed price in order 
to keep up the supply. Seeing that the Govern- 
ment pays the difference between the price at 
which they purchase flour and the price at 
which they sell it to the bakers, in order to 
reduce the price of bread (which is the staple 
food in England), it was their duty to pay 
the difference in price to the farmer for potatoes 
(as they are the staple food in Ireland), between 
the £6 guaranteed and the price they would 
bring if sold on the open markets. The present 
system was not conserving the food supply, as 
was intended, as there was a plentiful supply 
of potatoés, and the high price bad reduced 
the consumption by 50 per cent. Consequent 
on the rise in potatoes and fall in the price of 
bread, customers say that they consider bread 
cheaper, as they get it ready for use, whereas 
a stone of potatoes costs fuel to cook, and they 
would have three loaves for the same cost. 
Again, there should be « difference in prices 

ing te the grade of potatoes, but the 

troller’s Order made no distinction. As long 

as they are up to the standard sise, quality 

does not éount. This certainly is Mexplicable 
and should be remedied. 

The Wexford District Council and the Wer- 
ford Corporation have passed resolutions pro- 
testing against the action of the Food Con- 
troller in fixing the growers’ price of potatoes 
at £6 per tou, “as such action hed greatly in- 
cressed the cost of this staple commodity to 
the people of Treland.” 


THE SUGAR SHORTAGE. a 
CARD HOLDERS NOT GUARANTEEO ' 
SUPPLIES. 


Interviewed by a Preas Association representa. 
tive, one of the London Food Commissioners 
stated that, despite the sugar card scheme, there 
would be a shortage of sugar. “ the public, 
he ssid, “should not come to the conclusjon 
that they are going to get sugar because they 
have filled in their suger forme, and are now 
receiving sugar cards. We cannot give them 
any guarantee that they will receive she quan- 
tity of sugar they need, but we are taking 
measures that will, we hope, enable us to secure 
a fair distribution of the stocks available. The 
shortage is due to a great extent to the ex: 
travagance of caterers, etc., who have been tak- 
ing supplies far beyond their needs. But we 
are stopping all that. Speeial sub-cominittces 
have been appointed to deal with them, and 
drastic reduction in their supplice may be ex- 

sted, We have found that some caterers have 
been getting 50 per vent, more than they were 
entitled to. They will be disagreeably sur- 
prised when they see the result of our ex- 
amination and their claime and figures. Under 
the sugar card scheme, supplice will be evenly 
distributed, and if, in epite of the measures we 
are taking, there is a shortage, it can be stated 
that the general public will the last to feel 
it." 

Friday was the last day for posting sugar 
forms, but, in view of the fact that a large 
number of people were unable to secure them, 
some of the Food Control Committees have do- 
cided to extend the time. 

An extraordinary number of complaints are 
being received concerning the distribution of the 
forme. 

“The post office authorities secmed to take 
up the work of distribution in a half-hearted 
manner, said one Government Food Official. 
‘Of eourse, we know that their staffs are 
greatly depleted,” he continued, ‘‘ but they do 
not eeem to have realised the vast impy rtance of 
the matter.” 


DUBLIN'S 


BACON SUPPLIES. 


A bacon factor in Dublin said that all the 
bacon coming into Liverpool wae being taken for 
the militery, and he could get none at all, while 
he saw no prospect of improvement before a 
ynonth or two had elapsed. Vhat they required 
was horax-cured bacon for smoking. and all 
they had in stock was ealt-cured, euch as 
backs and “ long clears.”” Buch bacon was only 
used? in the country for boiling with cabbag 
and would not be weed by city folk. As regards

MINERALS OF THE EMPIRE, - 

lt is understood, says The Times, that a 
definite decision has been arrived at to provide 
the necessary machinery for the protection and 
advancement of the economic welfare of the 
metal and. mineral industries of the Empire. 
Last year the iron and steel industries jointly 
advocated the establishment of a Department 
of Minerals and Metals, and this proposal was 
the subject of a resolution of the Imperial War 
Conference. Arrangements are now being made 
for the formation of a body called the Im- 
perial Mineral Resources Bureau, which will be 
representative of the different parts of the Em- 
pire. There are highly organised Geological 
Surveys and Departments of Mines in nearly al! 
foreign countries, and there are similar well- 
oryanised departments in some of the British 
Dominions, but there is no connecting link 
or central clearing house to co-ordinate in- 
formation on the mineral resources of the Em. 
pire, to stimulate their development, as required, 
and to safecuard Impeériel interests. The 
serious results to the national interests of this 
absence of co-ordination in the past have been 
amply demonstrated by the war, and the new 
body is designed to make good this deficiency.

GERMANS AND PRISONERS. 


Tho Press Association correspondent at British 
Headquarters telegraphed yesterday :— 

Down to the time of writing there is still no 
nows of any further German we counter- 
attacks since the many costjy and almost wholly 
futile efforts of Friday. Meanwhile, time being 
on our side, we have wk steadily consolidating 
and improving our positions. The German artil- 
lery has been rather less busy during the past 
twenty-four hours, although it continues to pay 
considerable local attention to certain spots. 
His apparent abandonment for the time being 
of his traditianal policy may be attributed to 
the disorganisation which undoubtedly exists 
behind the enemy lines. Incessant and exten: 
sive movements of troops are taking place along 
the German communications, but ‘these are 
robably largely due to the necessity for re 
leving the shattered divisions. 

It is becoming increasingly clear that at the 
opening of the battle on Thursday the enemy 

as so far committed to his plan of attack 
against our Zonnebeke positions, which deve- 
loped so disastrously for him, that he was un- 
able to convert the situation brought about by 
our offensive into anything more than a defen- 
sive attitude. The confused manner in which 
reserves were hurried up and flung into the 
line showed that no definite preparations for 
extensive counter-aitack in response to any 
further movement on our part had been made. 
In fact, the Germans apparently hoped to re- 
Ia the initiative, and were overwhelmed be- 

ore they could adjust their plans to the un- 
a eonditions which suddenly confronted 
em. 
GERMAN REWARDS FOR TAKING 
PRISONERS. 

It is curious how anxious the enomy com- 
manders appear to be. just new to stimulate 
their men to take prisoners. A captured regi- 
mental orde® promises that, in addition to the 
money reward laid down by the Army Head- 
quarters, any “ non-commissioned officers and 
men' who take‘a prisoner will be promoted for 
bravery, and can start to-morrow for fourteen 
days’ leave.” No doubt, the under-nourished 
lads who form such a considerable’ proportion 
of Prince Rupprecht’s warriors require some 
very definite inducoment to: try and greppie 
with the average Tommy or the typical Anzac. 

On the other hand, the desperate efforts of 
the Germans to try and prevent their men fall- 
ing alive into our hands must result in a legacy 
of bitterness that will one day find expression 
when the prisoners get back to the Fatherland 
and toll the truth. During the battle on 
Thursday some captured Germans were told off 
to carry their wounded back with them. A 
couple of enemy aeroplanes, flying low, came 
right over them, and killed several with their 
machine gun fire.

URUGUAY. 


According to a Monte Video telegram, dated 
Sunday, the President has sent a message to 
Congress, in which he declares that, while 
Uruguay has not reéeived any direct gp re 
from Germany, she feels it mecessary to show 
her solidarity with the champions of justic», 
democracy, and small nationalities. 

A later telegram says :— ' 

The Chamber of Deputies, at two o'clock this 
morning, decided, by 74 votes to 23, to break off 
diplomacic relations with Germany. The Senate 
decided upon a rupture of diplomatic relations 
with Germany by 13 votes to 3. 

The resolution was as follows :—“ In view of 
the statement of the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, and in accord with the principles pro-' 
claimed by the Ministry, Congress sanctions the 
rypture of diplomatic relations with Germany, 
as proposed by the Government.” “i 

The resolution was passed by 106 votes to 6. 

A Presidential decree, issued this morning, an- 
nouneces the rupture of relations with Germany. 
The German Minister, Baron von Nordenfflycht, 
has been handed his passports. 


PERU. 

A telegram from Lima, Peru, dated Satur- 
day, says :—Congress having voted a resolution 
favouring a breach of relations with Germany, 
the Government has handed to the German 
Minister his passports.

AMBITIOUS ELECTIONEERING 


‘SCHEME. 


According to the Labour Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, the Labour Party intends to 
make a bold bid for suptemacy in the next 
House of Commons. It hae decided to put for- 
ward at least 300 candidates for industrial con- 
stituencies in England, Scotland, and Wales at 
the next general election, This momentots 
political scheme was thus unassumingly en 
nounced by the Exeéutive of the party. 

In view of the situation which must follow the 
coming into operation of the Representation of 
the People Bill, it is the opinion of many in the 
Labour movement that Executive should 
make thé necessary arrangements to enable t 
Labour movement to take full advantage of the 
position. After a full consideration of the whole 
position it was unanimously agreed that a Com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. W. PF. Purdy, J. 
Ramsay Macdonald, M.P.; G. J. Wardle, M.P.; 
R. Wake Sidney Webb, W. C. Robinson, and 
Arthur Henderson, M.P., should consider and 
prepare a scheme of reorganisation, and report 
as early as possible. 

This is the modest way in which Labour has 
launched the most ambitious scheme which has 
yet been framed for securing predominant power 
in the House of Commons. The Executive has 
decided’ upon two developments, from which 
great results are looked for. The party 
has already entered upon an_ elaborate 
scheme for the political organisation 
of .women. This work is to done 
in industrial constituencies through the 
Women's Trade Union League, the Women’s 
Co-operation Guild, and other similar organisa- 
tions. Then a determined effort will be made 
to. secure full support, both in money and other 
ways, from the co-operative movement. Under 
the Labour Party constitution, co-operative 
societies have always been eligible for mem- 
bership, but the work of these societies has 
been commercial rather than political, and up 
to the present their active support lias been 
negligible. It ia believed that recent events 
will cause the co-operative societies to adopt a 
more vigorous political policy. 


DESTRUCTIVE TYPHOON IN

GREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 

A Reuter’s Tokio message, regarding last 
Monday's typhoon, reporte over 500 deaths in 
Tokio Prefecture alone. Several villages im 
Tokio neighbourhood were totally destroyed. In 
Sunamura alone 300 bodies have been alreaay 
discovered. The small island of Uruyasu has 
completely disappeared. Here 300 inhabitants 
perished. The damage to property is estimated 
at over 100,000,000 yen.

The 
attack was delivered fr a height of 15,000 
feet by the light of star Wheile. All the objec- 
tives were reachéd, Hits were observed on 
submarines, torpede destroyers, docks, fac- 
tory and military wirks, and great fires broke 
out. In two hours’ time the acroplanes had 
returned safely.

9 greater pleasure could be caused to those 
abroad, who desire the prolongation of the war, 
than the appointment of a partisan of the 
Fatherland party to be Imperial Chancellor. The 
aims of the Fatherland party are not the aims 
of the people which wishes to banish the at- 
mosphere of hatred that has sprung up during 
these three years. We do not want peace at 
the cost of the impoverishment and oppreseion 
of Germany; but neither do we wish the samo 
fate to be imposed on any other nation. .It is 
a merély materialistic notion that Germany can- 
not rise again without a war indemnity.

THE LAST OBSTACLE. 

Vorwaerts quotes extracts from the 
in the Manchester Guardian and the 
Westminster Gazette of Herr von Kuehlmann’s 
recent speech. The Vorwaerts is in agreement 
with the latter journal when it says that there 
can no peace without the complete restora- 
tion of Belgian independence. The peace move- 
ment in Germany, it says, would be greatly 
strengthened by making it clear that doubt 
about Belgium Is the lest obstacle to peace 
negotiations.

Democrats not only desire to see Belgium free, 
but to see her free under any circumstances 
If it could be given some assurances to the 
elfect that the way to peace really runs through 
free belgium, the whole of Germany would 
hail them a lutely and uncorgpromisingly, and 
the way to peace would be open. 

The Wossisehe Zeitung quotes a remark of 
Herr Erzberger to the Berlin representative of a 
Vienna newspaper, to the effect that he knows 
the German Government to be fully in accord 
with Coufft Czernin'’s recent speech, and that 
the Pan-Germans are absolutely wrong when 
they claim Dr. Michaelis as their man. The 
Chancellor is ‘a Peace Chancellor. There can be 
no question of any separate peace. If, says the 
V ossische, in conclusion, the ideas of the Pope 
and Count Czernin become thoroughly incor- 
crated in the Treaty of Peace, as Herr 
ee believes will the case, the nations 
will not have fought in vain.

COUNT CZERNIN’S SPEECH. 


Commenting on Count Csernin’s Budapest 
speech, the Lieprierger Votksreitung says lu 
was not clever of him to spoil a good speech 
by such a bad ending. A apeech which, with 
outstretched hand, expressed readiness for 
peace, was, by ite threatening conclusion, turned 
in the opposite sense. The sentence threaten- 
ing a revision of the peace terms recalls the 
attitude of the Pan-Germans in Germany after 
the peace offer of December 12th, 1916, when 
they demanded that if the offer did not lead to 
yeace the German Government sould not be 
Sone by it. Count Csernin's speech, with its 
passage, does not breathe the spirit 
of the Austrien answer to the Pope's Note, but 
rather the spirit of the German peace offer of 
December, 1916. The journal concludes :— The 
English Press said of the German Chancellor's 
epeech that it again closed the door against 
peace. Count Osernin has now bolt this 
door. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Auagshurger 
Posteeitung says :>—It may be presumed that 
Count Czernin's utterances were made in full 
agreement, after a previous understanding, 
with the German Government. Jonsequently, 
he spoke, not alone for Austria-Hungary, but 
for the Central Powers. It must, therefore, 
again be emphasised that Germany will re- 
nounce all annexation and indemnities, and is 
ready to come to an agreement on the basis of 
that principle, 


GERMANY AND ALSACE- 
LORRAINE, 
IMMINENT DEVELOPMENTS 
ANTICIPATED. 


A Berlin telegram, says an Amsterdam mes- 
sage dated Saturday, reports that an important 
discussion has recently taken place in connec- 
tion with the affairs of Alsace-Lorraine, at 
which questions, such « as preventive arrest, 
military tribunals, the employment of the 
French language, and kindred matters were 
discussed. Those who took part in the discus- 
sion included a number of Socialist and other 
Deputies, and Colonel von Weiasberg and other 
representatives of the War Ministry. 

The Berliner Tageblatt anticipates imminent 
and decisive developments in connection with 
the Alsace-Lorraine question, as also a state- 
ment by Dr. Michaelis, the Imperial Chancellor, 
on the same subject. 


HINDENBURG ‘AND PEACE. 

Replying to a congratulato telegram from 
Essen, Marshal 
von Hindenburg said—We, too, desire what the 
Pope desires—viz., the termination of a war 
which has been forced upon us. Our enemies, 
President Wilson's 
Note is not only an insult to the German 
people, but also to the Pope's goodwill. Our 
enemies, however, will by degrees come to their 
senses.
